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PROJECT DESCRIPTION & SURVEY METHODOLOGY 

In 1982 the Mayor's Office of Planning & Community Develop- 
ment received a grant trom the National Park Service, Department 
of Interior, through the Massachusetts Historical Commission to 
conduct a survey of Everett's historic architecture. The City 
contracted with Elizabeth Durfee Hengen, a professional preserva- 
tion planner, to record, through field survey and research, 
detailed architectural and historical data for over 200 buildings. 

Everett is fortunate to be a relatively intact suburban 
community from the turn-of-the-century. Its wealth of buildings 
from this period reflect the city's growth patterns and prosperity 
as the- tremendous demand for moderately-priced housing close to 
Boston was met. 

Following standard procedures for Massachusetts Historical 
Commission funded survey and planning projects, research data for Y 
inventoried properties was compiled on MHC forms A-H. Over 400 
buildings were recorded on approximately 200 forms. Medest struc- 
tures of similar appearance and subdivisions were frequently 
grouped together on an area form, allowing a contextural descrip- 
tion of a cohesive area. 

Source Material 

Everett's status as a relatively recent community with a 
homogeneous history revolving around the working middle-class 
has resulted in its being overlooked by most historians. Thus, 
there is little published material. Until 1976 there was no local 
historical society. Althoughscotlections<of “historical materials 
undoubtedly °-exkst; they have never been centrally deposited. 


The most useful information for this survey project was 


extracted from the work of Dudley P. Bailey, a lawyer who moved 
to Everett in 1872 and became, unofficially, its local historian. 
He wrote the sections on Everett in both Samuel Drake and 

D.H. Hurd's county histories and in 1893 published the Everett 
Souvenir, a well-illustrated publication with descriptions of 
local improvements, buildings and biographical sketches. In more 
recent years, Julia Hogan, also an Everett resident (died 1982), 
researched and wrote extensively on local subjects, some of which 
have been published in the historical society's booklets, but 
much of which remains uncatalogued and unavailable. Her Everett 
Centennial (1970) provided otherwise difficult to research data 
on 20th century events. 

By far the most widely consulted sources were the city and 
county atlases and city directories. Through these, the dates and 
ownership of buildings erected after 1870 (which includes the T 
vast majority of the city's building stock) could be fairly con- 
clusively documented. 

An extensive private postcard collection was useful in 
tracing the evolution of Everett Square, The Parlin Library's 
photograph collection was disappointingly scant, although efforts 
have begun, aS a result of this project, to expand it through a 
publicized campaign. Likewise, other than some marginally useful 
scrapbooks, there were no local historical files, news clippings 
or other memorabilia. Early newspapers on microfilm were consulted 
for obituaries and descriptions of significant buildings, but 
without an index success was unpredictable. 


In addition to the local library, the Middlesex County 


Registry of Deeds was used for deeds and subdivision plans. In 


a few instances, church records or residents were consulted, but 


this approach generally proved too time-consuming for the small 


amount of data generated.

Additionally, a diverse collection of local materials is in 


the private collection of Julia Hogan, but which was unavailable 


during the period of this project. 


Field Work 

After reviewing all published materials on Everett, and the 
subdivision plans at the Registry, theevolution.of theycity's 
street system was mapped on a contemporary base map, and color 
coded to correspond to historical maps. Growth patterns eae 
uted to major subdivisions were illustrated on a separate map. 
With prior knowledge of the city's development, it became possible 
to interpret most buildings in the context of theimc neighborhood's 
evolution, 

Each street was walked and buildings surveyed for archi- 
tectural and historical significance. Buildings of local and 
potential National Register significance were recorded and photo- 


graphed on an MHC survey sheet. 


Criteria 

Special attention was given to the few surviving pre-1850 
buildings. Buildings were evaluated architecturally for their 
retention of historic fabric and architectural detail, as well as ~ 
for their representation of a particular style, housing type or 
subdivision practice. Historical considerations included associa- 
tion with a notable figure or trend, and general physical devei- 
opment of an area. The recorded buildings range from the early- 
18th century to 1937, with the majority falling between 1870 and 
1910, the period of greatest prosperity and growth of the city. 
Most are residential structures, but churches, schools and other 
civic structures, industrial buildings, parks and cemeteries are 


included as well. The accompanying narrative provides an overview 


of Everett's historical and architectural development to assist 
in interpreting the individual forms. The numbers included within 


parentheses refer to the survey form number of each property. 


TOPOGRAPHY 

The City of Everett occupies 3.75 square miles of the Boston 
Basin lowland on the north side of the Mystic River, The city's 
western and southern boundaries are formed by the Malden and 
Mystic Rivers, whose extensive 500 acres of tidal marshes became 
the site of major industrial activity in the late-19th and 20th 
centuries. The eastern boundary is formed by the Island End River 
and Washington Avenue; the northern boundary follows what were 
extensive meadows known as the Great Swamp. 

From the junction of the railroads in the southern section 
of the city, the land gradually rises to the northeast, culminat- 
ing in’ Belmont Hill, Corbett Hill and, at 175' the highest point, 
Mt. Washington. The great proportion of the land is not more than 
50 feet above sea level. Ferry Street follows a narrow valley be-_ 
tween these elevations, a valley which gradually widens into what 
were extensive meadows and, to the northeast, the Great Swamp (now 
Holy Cemetery in Malden). This northeast corner of the city is 
drained by the Saugus River. No freshwater streams are known to 
have provided waterpower, though a tide mill operated on Island 
End River at Beacham Point. Three natural springs wuerated commer- 
cially in the late-19th and early 20th century. Bricks were made 
from cliay deposits, and a stone quarry was located in the eastern 


end of the city. 


POLITICAL BOUNDARIES 

Everett was originally part of the Charlestown grant (1629) 
as Mystic Side; the Eight-Mile Line of 1636 still survives as the 
Revere-Chelsea boundary. In 1649, the northern section was in- 
cluded as part of the Malden town grant; the southern section was 
not annexed until 1726. A narrow strip of land at the southern 
tip, known as the Penny Ferry strip, was retained by Charlestown. 
In 1737, the region received official status as the South Malden 
Parish. South Malden did not split off from Malden until 1870, 
when it was incorporated as the town of Everett. Twenty-two 
years later, Everett was incorporated as a city. 

Except for a 200 acre annexation to Medford in 1874, 
Everett's boundaries have remained unchanged. It borders Medford 
across the Malden River on the west, Malden on the north, Revere 
and Chelsea on the east, and Charlestown and Somerville across 


the Mystic River on the south. 


PLANTATION PERIOD (1620-1670) 
Transportation Routes 

The road system derives from Native American trails with the 
primary route apparent as Bucknam-Chelsea Streets between the 
Malden and Chelsea Rivers. By 1640, a ferry to Charlestown leaving 


from the foot of Bow Street was running. 


Population 


The first white settlement in the area began around 1643, but 


the number of families amounted to only 10 or 12 by 1675.. 


Settlement Patterns 

Early settlement activity along the Mystic River tidelands 
was established, along with a reported landing site at the Maverick 
Estate at Beacham Street. During the mid-17th century, farms were 
developed along Bucknam-Chelsea Streets and along Ferry Street, 


although there were apparently no systematic land divisions. 


Economic Base 


The economy was based on subsistence agriculture and fishing. 


COLONIAL PERIOD (1670-1775) 
Transportation Routes 

The highway system remained intact from the 17th century 
with the primary east-west route remaining Main-Bucknam-Chelsea 
Streets. An alternate around Belmont Hill as Ferry Street led to 
Malden. Branches from this main system included Elm, Beacham 


(1681) and Shute Streets (1695). 


Population 
The population grew very slightly, if at all. In 1765, the 


total population of Malden, Melrose and Everett was only 983. 


Thirty years later, Everett alone still accounted for only 200, 


Settlement Patterns 

Agricultural settlement expanded along Main-Bucknam-Chelsea Y 
Streets as well as along Ferry and Elm Streets. A meetinghouse 
was situated on Belmont Hill at the corner of Broadway and High 
Streets in 1731. Beacham Point remained an important estate site, 


oceupied by the John Beacham family (later Van Voorhis family). 


Economic Base 
Agriculture and fishing remained the economic staples. Some 


products were sent to the Boston markets. 


Architecture 
Although the city once possessed a number of early houses, 
including a wide range of vernacular house types with full, three- 


quarter and half houses as well as cottages, nearly all were

demolished with the onset of high-density residential development 
at the end of the 19th century, Only one period house is seenantLy 
known: the Jonathan Green House, c. 1720 (#95). It is a gambrel- 
roofed, end-chimney cottage on Ferry Street. Others may survive, 
but are difficult to identify due to changed locations or extreme 
alterations. The Paige House on Shute Street (#154) is locally 
considered an early-18th century house, but without structural 
examination, confirmation of that date is impossible. The Rich 
House (#137) is likewise reputedly earlier than its exterior ap- 
pearance or map research indicates. 

Perhaps the city's oldest house in recent years was the 
Shute House, now part of the Smithsonian Museum collection. Built 
in 1678, it stood on Shute Street. (See Everett Souvenir p. 14 ‘ 
for photo.) In 1927-28 it was dismantled and moved to Marlboro 
where it was re-erected and restored by Eugene Dow brother of 


George Dow, curator at SPNEA). Twenty years later, it was again 


dismantled and moved to the Smithsonian. 
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FEDERAL PERIOD (1775-1830) 
Transportation Routes 
Two major improvements in the largely 18th c. road system 
during this period included the construction of the Malden Bridge 
over the Mystic River in 1787, providing a speedier link with 
Charlestown, and a highway link to Saugus along School-Broadway 
by 1797, later extended as the Newburyport Turnpike in 1804-06. 
The Malden Bridge, at 2420', was reputedly the longest in 
the world. It was built by Lemuel Cox of Malden, who also con- 
structed the Essex Bridge in Salem and later England's London- 
derry Bridge. At the foot of Everett Avenue (called Ferry Street) 
in Chelsea was the Chelsea Ferry which crossed the Chelsea Creek 


to Boston. 


Population 
The opening of the Malden Bridge and the Newburyport Turn- 


pike spurred some growth, but since these were both toll routes, 
growth was gradual. In 1828, South Malden stiil had a population 


of only about 400. 


Settlement Pattern 
Construction~ofi the Malden. Bridgesat ‘the ‘ferryzsite_and-the 
turnpike extension across Belmont Hill prompted minor development 
around Everett Square by the early-19th c. Beacham Point remained 
an isolated estate, while Elm, Bucknam, Broadway, Ferry (west of 


Broadway) and Main Streets had scattered houses. 


Economic Base 


The primary economic base remained agriculture, some of which

was marketed in Boston. By 1795, bricks were being manufactured 
in low-lying areas, including Second Street (1813). Boots and 
shoes were made by a number of the farmers during the winter, but 


this remained a minor industry until the early 20th c. 


Architecture 

Residential: Until the end of the 19th c., as many as a half- 
dozen high-style Federal houses stood in Everett; these were pri- 
marily hip-roofed, end-chimney structures, several with monitor 
roofs, a comparatively rare motif in the Boston area. Almost none 
have survived. Those few still standing have been altered substan- 
tially, at least on the exterior. These include 98 Chelsea Street 
(#35; c. 1800), 68 Newton St., although this may be earlier (#137) 
and 71 Chestnut St., radically transformed into an apartment build- 
ing in the 1890s (#117). 

Institutional: A schoolhouse, "done to plans by A. Benjamin" 
was constructed in the southwest district at the corner of Broad- ~ 
way and HancockrStreet in 1800, Whether Benjamin actually, provided 
the plans or the school committee simply used plans from one of 
Benjamin's pattern books is not known. No pictures of the building 


are known, and it does not survive.

EARLY INDUSTRIAL PERIOD (1830-1869) 
Transportation Routes 

Turnpikes and highways remained from the early 19th century. 
In 1854 the railroad was extended into Everett as the Eastern 
Railroad. Malden Bridge was freed of tolls in 1859, and the New- 
buryport Turnpike 7 years earlier, enhancing Everett's development 


as a suburb of Boston. 


Population 
Everett's proximity to Boston was responsible for an increas- 
ing wabaien fate. As early as 1845 large tracts of farmland were 
broken up for house lots. The opening of railroads and abolition 
of tolls on the Malden Bridge gave new impetus to residential de- 
velopment. The population of South Malden in 1850 was probably 
‘ 


about 1,600. By 1870, the year Everett split off from Malden, the 


figure had risen to 2,220. 


Settlement Patterns 

Again, railroad connections with Boston caused rapid develop- 
ment activity, though most of the growth occurred in the final 
decade of this period, just prior to incorporation as a town. The 
early routes remained the primary arteries, with grid subdivision 
on either side. A large section of Mt. Washington was subdivided 
in 1856, as well as a number of sidestreets wést of Everett Square 
and several between Bucknam and Main Streets (Locust, Baldwin, Win- 


throp). Civic and commercial functions remained in Everett Square. 
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1830-1869 


ECONOMIC BASE ; 

Brickmaking and farming continued to be the primary Bae am 
tions, but growing numbers of residents began to travel into - 
Boston or to adjacent towns for work. The Van.Voorhis' grist mill 
on Island End River was capable of grinding huge quantities of 
grains, and on the site of the Everett Stadium was a rope waik. 

There was no significant new industry until after the Civil 
War when the arrival of New England Chemical Co. in 1868 signaled 
the beginning of a long history of the chemical industry in 
Everett and the beginning of major industrial development on the 
tidal marshes of the southern section of the town. Previously, the 
area had been used for dredging oysters, most notably by Everett 
resident Hawes Atwood whose oyster house in Boston is stil operat— 


ing as the Union Oyster House. 


Architecture 

Residential: A number of Greek Revival, Italianate and Second’ 
Empire residences survive from this period. No high style Greek 
Revival buildings are known to have been built, though more modest 
examples of the style stand, scattered around the community. These 
include the Baldwin House on Linden St., a handsome six-bay, double 
house (#119; ea. 1834); the Knox House on Knox Place, a gable-end 
cottage with a one-story portico (#115; ca. 1846); 43 Corey Street 
(#84; ca. 1845) and the city's only stone house at 2 Everett Ave. 
(#174; c. 1846). Two other Greek Revival houses stand on Broadway, 


south of Everett Square (#53; c. 1830 and #55; c. 1850). 
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1830-1869 


Until the early-20th century, several high style Italianate 
houses stood on Broadway, north of Everett Square. Only one sur- 
vives, the Hawes Atwood House at 577 Broadway: (#65; c. 1857). Its 
Colonial Revival alterations date from the early-20th century. 
Another Italianate house at 137 Ferry Street (#89; c. 1860) was 22.2 L007 
similarly altered, A notable 3-bay house at 32 Hancock Street has 
been little altered in the main house (#105; c, 1865), Remaining 
Italianate houses are yernacular, gable-end structures with round- 
headed attic windows and occasional arched porticoes, The largest 
group are Sound scattered along Bucknam Street, built in the 1860s. 

Just after the Civil War, the first Second Empire residences 
were built in Everett, These early examples were ambitious, urban 
examples of the style, Several were built on School, High, Hancock , 
and Broadway, Most have been demolished or altered, though 64 
School Street (#153; c. 1868) is still standing, 

The earlier of two Gothic Revival houses in the city stands 
at 499-501 Broadway, Though a modern storefront has been added, 
the sawn vergeboard trim and pointed-arch window trim are visible 
(#58; c. 1858). 

Institutional: The oldest church building in Everett, the Con- 
gregational Church in Everett Square (#14), dates from.this period. 
Erected in 1852, it is an Italianate structure, with an arched door 
hood, paired round-headed windows and a bracketed cornice. In 1851 
Woodlawn Cemetery was established at the northern edge of town. Laid 
out in the popular rural fashion, the cemetery had a stuccoed Gothic 


Revival gate and gatehouse, since demolished. 


1830-1869 


Civic: The only civic building surviving from this period 
(and now the oldest in the city) is a frame engine house with a 
bell cupola on Second Street (#38). Built in 1860, it was moved 
from Broadway where it served first as an engine house, then as 
a police station. 

Commercial and Industrial: There are no known industrial 


« 
or commercial buildings from this period. 
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LATE INDUSTRIAL PERIOD (1870-1919) 
Transportation Routes 

A new frame railroad station was built at Main and Broadway 
and additional ones in East Everett and at the foot of West and 
Prescott Streets. None survives. In 1887 the horse car tracks 
were shifted from School to Broadway and extended up the hill and 
onto Ferry Street where they turned and ran into Malden. Tracks 
were also laid on Bucknam and Elm Street. The late 1880s saw 
numerous improvements, including laying double tracks on Main, 
Ferry and Chelsea Street. Electrical power began replacing horses 
in the early 1890s. 

In 1900 the Revere Beach Parkway was laid across the southern 
portion of the city by the Metropolitan District Commission. An 
important link within the Boston Parkway system, it nevertheless 
severed the southern industrial and residential section of Everett 


from the rest of the city. 


Population 


Everett's population in this period was the fastest growing 
in the state, doubling in the decade 1870-80, nearly tripling in 
1880-90, and doubling again in 1890-1900. Thus, the population 
grew from 2,200 in the 1870, the year of incorporation, to 24,000 
in 1900 and, 30 years later, to 48,000. The city's growth rate of 
219% far exceeded that of most other suburbs which averaged 70%. 

By far the primary reason for Everett's rapid development 
was its proximity to Boston; even at the outskirts, downtown Bos- 


ton was only 4 miles away. Transportation was cheap and frequent 
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via horse railway and later streetcar. Yet, Everett's topography, 
with its hills and views of the Boston harbor, offered attractive 
building sites and a suburban environment. It had a low tax rate 
(the trade-off being that city expenditures’ and improvements 

were kept to a minimum), and there were no restrictions or stand- 
ards applied to building practices. 

The City's population in 1900 was largely Protestant (75%) 
and largely native-born (72%). The-majority ‘of the residents were 
employed in various trades, clerical, manufacturing, transporta- 
tion-related jobs or as salesmen. Over half commuted into Boston, 


while others traveled to Chelsea or Charlestown. 


Settlement Patterns 

Soon after Everett's incorporation, 200 acres lying west of 
the Malden River were annexed to Medford. 

Most of the land between the early routes was fully devel- 
oped during this period, with the bulk of growth occurring be- 
tween 1880 and 1900. Parallel sidestreets lined with lots 
averaging 3500-4500 square feet were laid through former farms. 
Few single large subdivisions evolved, exceptions being the 
Nichols Farm west of Ferry Street (1882) and a large area on 
either side of Elm Street encompassing Jefferson, Madison and 
Jackson Avenue (1892). Some of the notable mid-sized subdivisions 
included Hendersonville (Area K; 1890), Thurman Park (Area L; 


1893) and Villa-Pleasant View-Arlington Streets (Area B; 1888). 
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Each was developed by a local resident or consortium. On the 
west.: side of Broadway, particularly south of Ferry St., farmland 
was sold to several speculators, each of whom laid out a single 
street, parallel to the others. While this was ignoring the popu- 
lar fashion of curvilinear, garden suburban development seen in 
communities such as Brookline, Newton, Belmont and Melrose, it 
allowed maximum return for each investment. These streets were 
soon lined with one and two-family frame houses, sited gable-end 
to the street. On Broadway (north of Everett Square), Hancock, 
Chestnut, High and Hampshire St. were located the more substan- 
tial single family residences. Low-cost aeteows housing was 
concentrated south of Main St. and in a few-pockets near Ferry St. 

One family of surveyors accounted for 75% of Everett's sub- 
divisions. As early as 1854, John Sargeant of Malden laid out 
building lots in several subdivisions. His business was later 
continued by his sons Albert Francis and Nathan N. Sargent who 
were active through the end of the century. 

Everett Square retained its status as the primary civic and 
commercial area, but secondary centers developed at Glendale 
Square and along Main St. The marshes of South Everett became 
sought after as prime: industrial land. They were adjacent to the 
Mystic River, which was suitable for deep water shipping, and had 
rail access, both important for handling bulk raw material. A 
secondary manufacturing area developed along Malden River and the 


Saugus Branch Railroad corridor. 
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1870-1919 
Economic Base - 

This and the succeeding period were Everett's era of rapid 
industrial expansion, prompted by factors including a rapidly 
growing work force, incorporation of the town (1870) and city 
(1893), easy access to and available land close to two rail lines 
and deep river shipping, and proximity to Boston. By the end of 
the period, industry was the tax base of the city. 

Chemicals, Paints & Varnishes: Alexander Cochrane, a Scot, 
worked in the Talbot Chemical Works in North Billerica between 
1849 and 1858 before starting his own business In 1872 his com- 
pany, che Cochrane Chemical Co. purchased the property of the 
New England Chemical Co. in Everett and within 3 years it was 
Everett's leadingtindustry and eventually the largest business 
of its kind in New England. 

Cochrane's success was mirrored in three other major indus- 
tries which developed in Everett: paint and varnish; iron, steel 
and gas; and oil and coke products. Like the chemical industry, 
the varnish factories came from Malden and settled in South 
Everett nearer the river and railroad. Kyanize Paints (founded by 
White and Wiley in 1881 and for many years called the Boston Var- 
nish Co.) became a leading maker of paints and varnishes in this 
country (#170). The Carpenter-Morton Co. (#171) which came to 


Everett in 1909 was founded in Boston 69years earlier. It intro- 


1 Everett's economic history was researched and written by Peter 
Stott and edited by Elizabeth Hengen. 
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duced varnish stains to the market in 1885, permitting staining 
and varnishing in one operation. In 1923 the first stackless var- 
nish plant in New England was erected on its site adjacent to 
Kyanize Paint. 

A third paint and varnish firm was the New England Oil, 

Paint and Varnish Co., founded c. 1913 near Valley Street. It was 
later purchased by DuPont who manufactured here until recent years. 

An affiliated industry was the Sexton Can Co. (#168). Begun 
in 1902 in Heudernonvilie, the firm made cans for the paint and 
aera industry, as well as cans for shoe finishes and other 
volatile liquids. Still in business, the company today specializes 
in deep-drawn cans for the electronics industry. 

Iron and Steel: Orra Stone, writing in the 1930s, nicknamed 
Everett "The Iron City of New England". At least 6 major and numer~ 
ous minor iron industries had located here by 1920. 

The Waters Governors Works, makers of steam engine governors, 
began manufacturing on Waters St. in 1882. Nearby was the foundry 
of O.J. Faxon which manufactured castings for the governors works 
in addition to piano plates. The Norton Iron,.Co., founded in 1892, 
became the New England Structural Co., a major supplier of struc- 
tural steel for buildings and bridges and, by 1930, the largest 
such in New England. 

H.K. Porter and Sons invented an adjustable bolt cutter, 
originally designed for their manufacture of carriage hardware 
but adaptable for many uses. In 1900 they built a factory on Ash- 


land St.(#167); their line of bolt, wire and storage battery 
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clippers was said to be unrivaled. The New England Bolt and Nut 
Co., whose one-story wooden building on Charlton St. was consi- 
dered the most modern facility for manufacturing bolts and nuts 
in the world, began in 1902. The firm is still in business. The 
Market Forge Co. made iron handling equipment and later the first 
automatic ice machines. 

Miscellaneous industries: The craze for bicycles, which 
peaked in the 1890s, resulted in the establishment of the Everett 
Cycle Co. For about 7 years, they made bicycles at 210 Broadway 
until the demand waned and the company went out of business. Shoe 
shanks were made by Moore and Co., men's and boys' footwear by 
Eagle Shoe Manufacturing Co., and paper shoe boxes by Stone & For- 
sythe. 

Brick manufacturing continued at 5 yards, and a stone quarry 
was located at Malden and Chelsea Streets. The Union Stone Co, 
made emery wheels until 1889. At Beacham Point, until tie area be- 
came heavily industrialized, stood Van Voorhis' tremendous grain 
mill. 

Charles Bangs' furniture factory was devoted to the manufac- 


ture of drug store interiors, reputedly the largest such firm in 


the world. 


Three natural water springs were operated commercially: the 
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Everett Crystal Spring, Belmont Hill Spring and Glendale Spring. 
The city directories list numerous enterprises relating to 
the building industry which capitalized on the creneniage amount 
of new construction in the city. Yet until c. 1885, market gar- 
dening was still active, with 40 farms producing milk and veget- 
ables. These were largely swallowed up in the final decade of 


the century. 


Architecture 

Residential: Most of Everett's housing stock dates from this 
period, particularly the years between 1885 and 1915. Scattered 
throughout the city are mansard-roofed houses, both stylish, well- 
detailed houses with curved rooflines, dating from the early & 
1870s: 38 High St. (#113), 35 Hancock St. (#106), 198 Linden St. 
(#125) and more vernacular single and double houses built until 
1885 with steeper, straight-sided roofs and central projecting 
pavilions: 127 Belmont St. (#47), 25 and 26 Dyer Ave. (#86, 87), 
25-27 Corey St. (#83) and 34-36 Woodlawn (#166). 

At the summit of Mt. Washington, the city's highest point, a 
fashionable neighborhood developed shortly after the Civil War 
with fine local examples of the Second Empire, Italianate and 
Stick Styles (Area C ), East of Lawrence St. this area still re- 
tains much of its early open setting. 

The Italianate style remained popular through the 1880s, 
seen largely in single family dwellings. An important group of 
such houses stands on Liberty St. (Area A), built at the time of 


Everett's split from Malden. Scattered examples elsewhere include 
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50 Forest St. (#99), 128 Linden (#121) and 16 Otis (#149). 

One Gothic Revival house of exceptional quality is located 
at 170 Linden St. (#124). Built c. 1872, it features trefoils, 
quatrefoils and pointed arches at windows, doors, shutters and 
porch. 

Intense residential development began to occur with expanded 
streetcar service in the 1880s. The lower slopes of the highlands 
east of Broadway filled in with modest sidehall workers' housing, 
the largest “cluster being on Pleasant View-Villa-Arlington Streets 
(Area B; 1888-89). Nearby, on Ferry St., a group of 7 similar 
cottages follows the curve of the road (#91). On the opposite side 
of the city is Hendersonville (Area K), a-grid of over 100 modest 
workers' dwellings constructed between 1890 and 1894. Y 

West of Broadway slightly more ambitious single and two- 
family houses were built. The parallel streets running between 
Hancock, Bucknam and Main St. are lined with comfortable 24 story, 
side-hall frame houses, many with simple sawn porch and gable trim. 
Cleveland Ave., Waverly, Dean and Swan St. were each built up by a 
different person, though the housing is Similar. Many of, the dwell- 
ings are the work of Everett's more prolitic builders, the Hender- 
son Brothers, Morris B. Hall or Alonzo Blanchard. 

Scattered throughout the city are fine exaniinss of modest, 
yet well-detailed Queen Anne dwellings. Patterned shingles, sun- 


burst motif, and decorative porch and gable trim are common fea- 


tures. Examples include 145 & 153 Bradford St. (#51, 52), 22 Clay 
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(#81), 174 Hancock (#109) and 315 Main (#133). Particularly splen- 
did Queen Anne/Eastlake porch trim is found at 40 Beacon St. (#44) 
and 11 Woodlawn St. (#165). 

Perhaps Everett's finest residential street of the period is 
Hampshire St., characterized by Period Revival single-family 
houses built in the 1890s (Area J). Yet, like the rest of 
Everett, even these more commodious houses lack period barns, re- 
flecting Everett's status as a streetcar community. 

Only a handful of highstyle residences were built in the 1880s 
and 1890s as the city became dominated by its dense housing stock. 
Beene notable Queen Anne houses stand north of Everett Square 
at 516, 534 and 826 Broadway (#59, 61, 71) and 175 Hancock (#110). 
219 Main (#129) is an ambitious Shingle/Colonial Revival residence; 
38 Pleasant St., designed by Everett architect John C. Spofford, 
and 11 High St, are significant Colonial Revival houses (#150,112). 

By 1900 most of Everett's land was built up. Remaining space 
was developed with restrained Colonial Revival triple-decker 
housing with varying porch details. Vernal, Walnut, Dartmouth and 
lower Belmont Streets have extensive rows of such housing and 
throughout the city are other examples, usually built in ‘groups of 
3 or 4 as space permitted. 

With the emphasis on two and three-family, houses, few single- 
family houses were constructed. Of the approximately dozen Crafts- 
man Bungalows built in the 1910s, 55 Winthrop and 27 Wolcott (#164, 
37) are worth noting. At least two examples of concrete dwellings 
exist, both built by men in the trade: 51 Birch and 24 Jefferson 


(#50, 114). 
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Everett has few apartment buildings. They first appeared in 
the 1890s along Main St. (#127, 130, 132). They are three-story 
brick structures with decorative brick or terracotta panels and 
sandstone trim. In the early-20th century, the Harvard-Yale 
Block and adjacent block on Norwood Street (#143, 144) were 
erected, as were the Romanesque Revival blocks on lower Hancock 
St., the Neo-Classical block at the corner of Nichols and Law- 
rence (#139) and the Tudor Revival "Brandon" on Broadway (#66). 
16-26 Summer St. (#156) is a U-plan brick building enclosing a 
central courtyard, a type more commonly seen in Cambridge and 
Brookline. 

Only one example of brick industrial housing appears to have 
been erected. Adjacent to a secondary manufacturing district, 

9 Valley St. is a plain, 3-story, 2-bay tenement block built c. 
1898 (#160). 

Civic: Most of Everett's civic buildings were built during 
this period, testifying to the city's turn-of-the-century pros- 
perity in a way that the residential buildings cannot due to 
their exterior alterations over the years, largely from inappro- 
priate siding materials. 

The two most significant buildings —— two libraries, 
both brick structures designed by local architects in restrained 
Richardsonian Romanesque styles. The 1894 Parlin Library (#3) 
was designed by John C. Spofford and the Shute Library (#69) by 


William Lougee four years later. 
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The city's three active firehouses were constructed between 
1894 and 1908. The earlier two, located on Hancock and Ferry St. 
(#108, 90), are plain, square brick buildings with granite trim. 
The Central Fire Station (#1) is a handsome Georgian Revival 
structure designed by Loring & Phipps. Across the street is the 
similarly designed former Police Station (#57; 1903; John C 
Spofford). 

At least 7 school buildings were erected before 1900, of 
which three survive. The Lafayette School was designed by the 
architect oF the Shute Library in 1898 (#155). The former Everett 
Yooational High School, an imposing brick Queen Anne building de- 
signed by Loring & Phipps in 1892, was severely damaged by fire 
in 1982 (#159). The third 19th c. school building also stands on , 
Summer Street. Built in 1888, it was a private school known as 
the Home School (#175). 

The prominently sited Horace Mann School, a simplified Ro- 
manesque Revival building, was built in 1900 (#126) and the 
handsome Edward Everett Hale School 3 years later (#103). After 
a lull of 12 years, 3 brick schools were built with fostratned 
Neo-Classical overtones: the Parlin Junior High School (#64), 
George G. Hamilton School (#138) and A.J. Lewis School (#98). 

In 1902 the city erected a brick armory on Chelsea St. with 

¢ 
round corner towers and metal crenelations (#34). 

Commercial: Everett Square continued as the focus of com- 
mercial activity; some of the 2 and 3-story frame buildings of 


the 1870-80s, many with mansard roofs, were replaced with 3 and 
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4=story brick blocks, though the majority of the buildings are 
concrete storefronts from the 1920s. 

The juxtaposed Evans and Whittier Blocks (#7, 8) are the 
most significant of the late-19th century blocks. Built in 1896 
and 1899 respectively, both feature decorative brick fronts 
and third story halls. Across the street is the earliest commer- 
cial building in the Square, the 1877 Odd Fellows Hall designed 
by local architect G.F. Wallis (#5). The former Everett Savings 
Bank, a modést two-story brick structure is another of his works 
(#12; 1885). The 1908 Associates Building replaced the large, 
mansard-roofed Masonic Block destroyed by fire. The newer build- 
ing which anchors a major corner is a stuccoed, two-story struc- 
ture with Mission Revival overtones (#16). Around the corner on 
Chelsea Street is a’ Mission Revival theater, a well-preserved, ex- 
ample of the vanishing vaudeville theaters. (#25). Just north of 
Everett Square is a unique one-story, brick, Tudor Revival store- 
front punctuated with steep gables (#60; 1915). 

A secondary commercial center developed on Upper Broadway 
at Glendale Square. The most significant structure, the Glendale 
Building (#68; 1898), wraps around the natngy of Broadway and 
Ferry St. Its buff brick facing is trimmed with sandstone and is 
broken by two-story metal oriel windows dnetieeciod with classical 
ornament. 

Remaining commercial buildings of this period are confined 
to Main Street where 5 3-story brick blocks were erected in the 


1890s. 
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Institutional; Following the town's separation from Malden, 
churches of every religion were constructed to meet the needs of 
the new town. The earliest surviving one from the initial town 
years is the former Methodist Church (#118). It is a modest frame 
Gothic Revival structure built in 1870 and moved to the rear of 
its original lot 22 years later. Other churches built during this 
period are late-19th century and include the newer Methodist 
Church (#33; 1893; John C. Spofford), Mystic Side Congregational 
Church (#135; 1892; Hartwell & Richardson) and the Immaculate Con- 
ception Church in Everett Square (#19; 1896; P.W. Ford). In 1917 
Our Lady of Grace Church, (#140), a stone Neo-Gothic structure, 
was erected on Nichols Street. 

The Whidden Hospital, sited on the summit of Mt. Washington, 
was founded in 1897. Its first quarters were an elegant Italianate 
residence that belonged to the Whidden family, For 34 years this 
served as the hospital building until it was removed for a more 
modern facility. 

Open Space and Parks 

Until 1895 there were no public parks in Everett. The only 

open spaces were the two cemeteries and land not yet developed. 
A small spet at the junction of Bow and Broadway was improved in 
1895, as was a 4 acre park at the corner of Bucknam and Bradford. 
A few years later the intersection of High and Summer Street was 
improved by a granite circle filled with plantings. 

Over the next 20 years, other parks, none larger that 4 acre 
were set aside. The singular exception was Glendale Park (#802), 
landscaped in 1902 for recreational and passive activities. By 1910, 


the focus of open space in Everett had shifted to playgrounds. 
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Around the Parlin Library the walkways and curbing were 
planned by the prominent landscape firm Olmsted, Olmsted and Eliot, 
but no planting schedule was included. The current walk leading to 
the front of the building dates from the mid-20th century. 

The city's public cemetery, Glendale Cemetery, was laid out 
in 1890 as a formal grid enclosed by an undulating drive (#801). 

Of the city's 2300 acres, by the end of the period, 173 were 


in cemetery use, 22 in park land and 12 in playgrounds.

There was little change from the previous period. 


Population 
The city continued to grow rapidly until 1930 when the 


growth rate was dramatically cut. Except for the war years, the 
population has been declining ever since. Its peak, reached in 


1930, was 48,424,

Settlement Pattern 

At the beginning of this period, the residential grid de- 
velopment was nearly complete. The only large area remaining 
open was the Sammet Farm situated between Ferry and Shute Binect, 
South of Elm Street were a few undeveloped streets, but except 


for small scattered pockets, the city was fully built up. 


Economic Base 

In 1923 Everett ranked third in the number of manufacturing 
establishments in the Boston area after Cambridge and Somerville, 
though second in capital invested and wages paid. The major pro- 
ducts were coke and petroleum products, oils, chemicals and shoes. 

During World War I the Cochrane Chemical’ Works did a huge 
business in war materials and marketed the first American-made 
hydrochloric acid. The company was acquired by the Merrimac Chemi- 
cal Company in 1917 and by Monsanto in 1929. In the late 1920s 


the plant was completely modernized. 
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New England Fuel and Transportation operated a large coal 
discharging plant. In 1919 New England's only petroleum refinery 
was built in Everett. The Beacon Oil Company chose the site be- 
cause of its exceptional deepwater and railroad facilities. The 
same company pioneered in the manufacture of ethyl gasoline and 
had a network of filling stations throughout New England and up- 
state New York. In 1926 President Calvin Coolidge lit the blast 
of the Mystic Iron Works by direct wire from Washington. It was 
the only blast furnace in New England and the largest east of 
Pittsburg. “In 1944, Boston Edison constructed the Mystic Station 
near Haiden Bridge. 

The paint industry continued to be a mainstay. In 1921 the 
Briggs~Maroney Company moved to Everett where they manufactured 
paints, varnishes and putty. 

What are today the oldest MBTA repair shops in operation 


were built c. 1920 on lower Broadway. 


Architecture 

Residential: Most of Everett's housing was built in the pre- 
ceeding period. During the 1920s and 1930s construction was 
focused on single family houses, primarily filling in former 
farmland north of Ferry Street. 

Civic: Civic construction in the period was focused on school 
buildings with examples such as the restrained Beaux Arts high 
school on Broadway (#62; 1922), the Neo-Classical Immaculate Con- 


ception School built the same year (#157), and the 1931 Winslow 
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School, whose design appears based on the Old State House (#141). 

Institutional: Churches account for most of the institution~ 
al buildings of the period. Variations on the Gothic Revival 
erected in stone or brick continued to be the favored style. 
Woodbury & Stuart's Glendale Methodist Church (#93) was finished 
in 1924. St. Theresa's (#70) and St. Joseph's (#77) were built 
that same decade, as was the Romanesque Revival Baptist Church 
near Everett Square (#80). 

Commercial: Much of Everett Square dates from the 1920s as 
one and two-story concrete storefronts with classically orna- 
mented parapets replaced earlier frame buildings. Norwood Street 
was completely developed with such structures, and the Howard 
Building on Broadway is another fine example. On the opposite 
side of the street, the Moderne Style prevailed, executed in con- 
crete and brick. All of the Square's banks were erected within a 
12 year period. They include the noteworthy Spanish Colonial Re- 
vival Savings Bank building (#15; 1930; Thomas M. James), 
Hutchins and French's Georgian Revival building for the Everett 
National Bank (#17; 1926) and the former Everett Trust Company 
building (#9; 1918). 

Beyond the Square, one-story concrete sterefronte with Neo- 
Classical parapets began appearing throughout the neighborhoods 
most major intersections. 

Industrial: The Neo-Classical Everett Station Garage (#53; 
1924) on lower Broadway and two brick substations built in the 
1920s (#67, 172) are the more stylish examples of industrial con- 


struetion in the period,

Liberty Street, a short side-street just west of Everett Square, | 
is perhaps the most intact mid-nineteenth century street in Everett. : 
Houses are Italianate and Second Empire, generally modest in scale, ) 
with bay windows, ornate brackets at the cornice and on door hoods. 

A few houses feature rope molding trim (#42) or an arched gable 

window. (#47). Though several have asbestos or asphalt siding, the 

trim remains.

#50 is the grandest house in the area. Designed in the Second Empire 
style, it retains a slate roof and ornate window and dormer trim.

This is a group of nine flat-roofed triple-deckers that form an 
impressive streetscape. Exterior walls are clad in clapboard 
and wood shingle; overhanging roof eaves have incised apron 
ornament. The three-story porches exhibit a wide variety of 
balusters and posts. 


Triple-deckers were a common building type in crowded urban 
areas between 1900 and 1920. Though the lots were small (averag- 
ing 3700 square feet, or just slightly more than that needed 

for a modest single-family house.) three comfortable, well-lit 
apartments could be placed in each building, offering more 
privacy and space than apartment buildings. 


Many of these houses were owned by Everett's growing Swedish 
population which numbered over 3,000 by 1920.

Everett Square is a virtually intact suburban city center of the 
early 20th century. Situated in the geographic center of the com- 
munity, it includes civic, commercial and institutional buildings, 
as well as two apartment blocks. Architecturally, the area spans 
a full century, from the Italianate First Congregational Church 
(1852) to Victorian commercial styles seen in the Whittier and 
Evans Blocks of the 1890s to Mission Revival and Neo-Classical 
Revival commercial blocks. The Parlin Library, at the southern 
end, is a superb, compact Romanesque Revival structure which serves 
as a visual landmark within the area. Norwood Street exhibits fine 
examples of modest one-story concrete storefronts with Neo-Classical 
parapets, while Broadway, the city's spine, is lined with more 
imposing structures. Just beyond the area are the city's neighborhoods 
which flow with little interruption in scale and massing into the. 
Square.

Since Everett's incorporation in 1870, the Square has been the 
focus of commercial, civic and institutional activity. City Hall, 
the Parlin Library, the main fire station and the post office are 
‘among the governmental structures located here. Each of the pri- 
mary religious societies in Everett has built a church within the 
Square, including the Congregationalists, Baptists, Unitarians, 
Methodists and Roman Catholics. 


The development of the Square is directly related to the community's 
growth. Prior to incorporation, Everett was part of Malden with 
status as South Malden Parish. The community's proximity to Boston 
caused tremendous population growth, beginning shortly after incor- 
poration and peaking in the early 20th century. The intersection 
of Broadway and Chelsea-Norwood Streets, the center of South Malden, 
rétained its status as the center of Everett. Just as the city's 
population grew most ‘quickly between 1885 and 1910, many of the 
Square's buildings were built during that period. Following World 
War I, a second growth spurt was acknowleged by the concrete structures 
on Norwood Street and in pockets along the other arteries. Thus, 
Everett's growth and prosperity is directly reflected in the rang 


of distinctive buildings found within the Square. :

ARCHITECTURAL SIGNIFICANCE of area. (Describe physical setting, general character, 
and architecturally significant structures). 


This area, particularly on the eastern portion of Mt. Washington, 
contains Everett's largest group of substantial post Civil War-era 
residences. Houses are fashionably designed and sited to take full 
advantage of the fine views of Boston. Pianting is denser than in 
most of the city, creating an environment more akin to the nineteenth 
century than the twentieth. 


The earliest houses in the area are 39 Fremont, Second Empire resi- 
dence (ca. 1868: see inv. #42); 119 Harvard Street, a mansard roofed 
cottage (ca. 1869); 7-9 Lincoln Street, a double Italianate house 
that originally fronted onto Harvard Street (ca. 1860); 132 Harvard 
Street, a gable-end dwelling with both Greek Revival and Italianate 
features (ca. 1855) and 74 Garland Street (ca. 1870 Italianate). 


Between 1876 and 1885, 104 Harvard and 1 Lincoln Street were erected, *

Mt. Washington, which also includes the area west of Lawrence Street, 
is an anamoly in Everett. The area developed in almost estate fashion, 
with large lots, landscaped grounds and substantial houses. Though 
some of the larger houses, notably the Whidden and Hood estates on 
either side of Lawrence Street, have been demolished (the granite 
posts of the Hood estate remain, ) and some of the lots have been sub- 
divided, the original setting is still visible. Certainly the view is 
the best in the city; at 175 feet, the area is the highest elevation 
in the city. 


Many of the early owners were ‘employed in Boston. R. Pratt, and 
Alexander A. Mitchell, who lived at 104 Harvard, and 7 Lincoln Street 
respectively, were salesmen. Orson Moulton, 9 Lincoln Street, weighed 
goods at the Custom House. Other residents held managerial or teach- 
ing jobs. Though none appears to have been especially wealthy or 
prominent, they were probably well above-average economically within 
Everett to afford such a location.

ARCHITECTURAL SIGNIFICANCE of area. (Describe physical setting, general character, 
and architecturally significant structures). 


Hendersonville, located on the west side of the Boston & Maine/ 
Saugus Branch Railroad tracks, was developed by the Henderson Brothers, 
an extremely successful and prolific building/real estate firm located 
in Everett. 

From a subdivision plan dated 1890, the firm laid out a grid 
of streets; the main east-west street was named Henderson Avenue (since 
renamed Wellington Street.). Building commenced immediately and con- 
tinued at a break-neck pace. By 1892, over 100 small dwellings 
and half-a-dozen tenements had been erected. Most are modest 2 story 
frame dwellings, rectangular in plan, with a front porch and squeezed 
onto a 2500' lot. The houses were aimed at laborers at Everett's grow- 
ing industries and, were additionally convenient to Boston (and, coinci- 
dentally, to the Henderson Brothers' lumber and planing mills and main 


office).

Waverly Street epitomizes the typical Everett development which 
occured in the last two decades of the nineteenth century; the 
streetscape remains intact with much original siding still in 
place. 


Both one and two family houses line the street, similarly scaled, 
two-and-a-half stories high. The tri-gable plan and angled corner 
bays allow maximum light. Exteriors are unornamented, save 
occasional corner brackets.

As early as 1875, Waverly Street was mapped, but serious develop- 
ment did not occur for another ten years. The east side of the 
street belonged to Herman B. Dean (through whose land Dean Street 
was later carved), where the houses were built in the mid-1880s.

Sherman and Gilmore Streets were laid out in 1899 by Morris B. Hall.

The attractive, comfortable design of these houses attracted people 
of mid-socio-economic groups (salesmen, teachers, contractors etc.), 
many of whom commuted to Boston.

Hampshire is one of Everett's finest residential streets. Built up in 
the 1890s, it is lined with primarily single family homes, more sub- 
stantial than those found in most of the city. Lots remain small, 
however, averaging 4800 square feet, reflecting the city's extreme 
scarcity of space. 


Many of the houses exhibit period revival influence: diamond-paned 
sash, exposed rafters, steep gables. Porches and patterned shingles 
are common.

Early residents on Hampshire Street included local shopkeepers and 
businessmen (Arthur Whittier who, with his family, built the 
Whittier Building), many salesmen, brokers, bookkeepers, teachers 
(in¢luding several principals) and at least one lawyer.

Like the Central Fire Station across the street, the former Police 
Station was designed in the Georgian Revival style. Concrete and lime- 
stone trim are used for keystones, brackets, door hood and vehicular 
bay éntablature.

The building has been recently remodeled. Aluminum sash and entry 
doors were installed, and the open vehicular bay enclosed.

At the first town meeting in 1870, 6 constables were appointed, 
and two years later, the first "lock-up" was installed in the newly 
built Masonic Building which stood on the site of the Associate 
Building.

When 
the fire department vacated its station on this site ca. 1890, it 
was taken over by the police force and used as its headquarters un- 
til 1903 when the building was moved and the present station con- 
structed-~the city's first building intended solely for police use. 

It remained in use until 1981 when the department moved to new 
quarters on Elm Street. 

John C. Spofford, the architect, was a local resident who designed 
a number of public buildings in Everett, including the Parlin Library 
and old City Hall. Charles Eastman was his partner for short period in 
the early 1900s. :

The Georgian Revival was a popular style for fire stations in the 
early 20th century and was used on the 1899 station on Hancock 
Street as well. Concrete trim is used effectively for quoined 
window trim, flared lintels with a central keystone and the 
namé/date plate in the parapet. Other features of note on the 
2-story building are oval lights between the outer and inner 
bays and multi-light transoms above the central, paired windows. 


HISTORICAL SIGNIFICANCE (Explain the role owners played in local or state 
history and how the building relates to the development of the commmity.) 


The Central Fire Station serves as the city's primary station. 
The current building, erected in 1908, replaced an earlier frame. _ 
building which -had_ been converted from a school to a station. As 
early as 1904 plans were underway for a new station. Loring & 
Phipps of Boston were chosen to design the new building; they 
were also the architects for the high school. The contractor was 
John E. Locatelli; the cost of the station was $27,488. ‘ 

Loring & Phipps were Boston-based architects known for their 
fire stations, schools and elegant residential designs in the Boston 


suburbs.

ARCHITECTURAL SIGNIFICANCE (Describe important architectural features and 
evaluate in terms of other buildings within the community.) 

The design of the Everett Post Office is typical of the federal buildings 
erected during the WPA period. Classical styles evoked qualities of dignity and 
security to buildings. This is executed in the Georgian Revival style; principle 
features include the pedimented gables, a square cupola, and arched window 
niches capped with a granite key-stone and containing 12 over 12 sash. Iron 
lanterns flank the main entrance. 

The interior is simply finished with marble wainscotting and oak trim. The 
original stamped metal letter boxes are still in use. 


HISTORICAL SIGNIFICANCE (Explain the role owners played in local or state 
history and how the building relates to the development of the commmity.) 


In 1852 the first post office in Everett (then South Malden) was 
established in Uriah Oakes' store at the corner of Chelsea and Broadway 
(the Néwburyport Turnpike). Over the next few years the office moved around 
occupying a variety. of stores, until the town was incorporated at which 
time it joined the town offices in the newly completed Masonic Building 


(on site of Associates Building). In 1893, when the Hapgood Building was ) 
converted to the City Hall, the post office again moved with the city 
government. Following the completion of 11 Chelsea Street in 1921, the ) 


post office leased space there, Seyenteen years later this building was 
constructed giving the Everett Post Office its first permanent spot. 

Currently the building is being renovated for office space; the post 
office will oceupy space on the basement level.

ARCHITECTURAL SIGNIFICANCE (Describe important architectural features and 
evaluate in terms of other buildings within the commmity.) 


The Parlin Library is sited at the southern end of Everett Square. 
The main (original) section, which faces onto the Square, consists 
of three compactly massed sections, a hipped roof body, a square 
tower and a bowed reading room. The building is faced with buff 
brick and trimmed with sandstone and terracotta. The roof is slate. 
The tower contains the main entry in a recessed arch with a heavi- 
ly molded surround. Above the linked round-headed windows is a 
broad frieze decorated with garlands. (cont. )* 


HISTORICAL SIGNIFICANCE (Explain the role owners played in local or state 
history and how the building relates to the development of the community.) 


The first public library in Everett was organized in June 1878; 
early in 1879 it opened for the first time in a room in the Odd 
Fellows Building, often referred to as the Library Building, at 

the corner of«Norwood and School Streets. For its first year, it 
was financed and managed by a private group of citizens until, in 
May 1880, it was turned over to the town. The library remained at 
this location for over fifteen years when the gift of a prominent 
local businessman, Albert Parlin, enabled the town to purchase a 
lot at the intersection of School and Broadway and erect a library. 
Parlin's gift included a portion of the site (where the Pickering 
House, his family home, stood) and $5,000 to be matched by $15,000 
from the town. Additional gifts from Parlin in later years included 
$5,000 for the rear addition, $10,000 for more land and, in the 
1920s, an endowment of $100,000. 


Stipulated in Parlin's initial gift, the library was named the 
Frederick E. Parlin Memorial Library after his son who died at the 
age of eighteen. 


The library was designed by the recognized Everett architect John

The northern building of this attached complex is the 
original. Built as two stories in 1900, it was expanded 
with the addition of the third story and gable roof in 
the 1930s. Windows have arched heads and are set 

within recessed bays; the divisional piers extend to form 
chimneys. Some original 9/9 sash survives. 


HISTORICAL SIGNIFICANCE (Explain the role owners played in local or state 
history and how the building relates to the development of the community.) 


Henry K. Porter (1845-1927) arrived in Everett in 1900 
when he erected this building for the manufacture of bolt, 
wire and storage battery clippers. His business had 
begun shortly after the Civil War in Boston. Initially 
making carriage hardware, in 1880 he invented a special 
adjustable bolt cutter which enabled the operator to 
deliver several tons of pressure at the cutting edge. 
Previously, bolt cutters had been merely over-sized 
nippers; however, with the use of tempered steel, more 
specialized tools were required. 


By 1930 Porter's company employed 50 mechanics; his line 

of cutters was said to be the best in the country. Forging 
was originally done in a South Boston shop, but in the 1930s 
the operation was accommodated at this site. 


In 1946 the company left Everett for Somerville where 
additional space was available. Still in business, the 


company is a leading firm in the hand-tool industry and 
the largest domestic maker of bolt cutters.

Though shorn of some of its original ornamentation, the Evans Building 
remains one of the more imposing commercial blocks in Everett Square. 

The facade is pressed brick, capped by a wooden cornice that arches at 
the outer bays. The outer bays of the second story had oriel windows 
with balustrades until approximately fifty years ago. The top story, 
which contains a fifteen foot hall, has full-length round-headed 

windows. Two story oriel windows project from the south elevation, 

and beneath the asphalt siding are original clapboards. (cont. )* 


HISTORICAL SIGNIFICANCE (Explain the role owners played in local or state 
history and how the building relates to the development of the community.) 


The Evans Building was the first major commercial block to be erected 
since the construction:of the Odd Fellows Building in 1877. It was 
built by Alonzo Evans, a prominent Everett citizen who served as its 
first mayor. Evans was president of the Boston Five Cents Savings 
Bank and resided in an elegant house at the corner of Broadway and \ 
Hancock Streets (no longer standing). 


The Evans Building contained two stores on the ground story and 
offices above. The third story, known as Arcanum Hall, was used as 
meeting space by various clubs and civic organizations and for 
special functions. 


To aécomodaté the new building, the structure that previously stood 
on the site was turned 90% and moved to the rear of the lot. It had 
been built in 1847 for an engine house, later served as the post- 
office and school, and was eventually remodeled into apartments. EE 
was removed some years ago. ’

The Whittier Building is one of two major late 19th century masonry com-— 
mercial blocks in Everett Square. The 3-story facade is faced with buff brick 
and strikingly highlighted with a double row of corbeling (the lower one is ar- 
caded) at the cornice, egg & dart moulding and a sandstone nameplate. Third 
story windows have arched transoms and original sash. The two storefronts have 
been remodeled, but iron piers with federalist medallions and caps still mark 
the bay divisions. Entrance to the upper stories is in the right bay. 

The Whittier Building is one of the most prominent and architecturally 
significant structures in the square.

Restoration of the wood storefront at the north end would enhance the 
building's otherwise nearly intact appearance.

The Everett National Bank was founded by local businessmen in 1919, 
nearly 25 years after the idea for a national bank in the city first 
germinated. Everett was the last of the neighboring cities to estab- 

lish such a bank, resulting in the drain of potential business. The 
bank's first location was on the opposite corner. ) 


In 1926, the well-known Boston architectural firm, Hutchins & French, 
was engaged to draw plans for a new building. The firm had a sound 


reputation for designing bank buildings, having completed many others 
throughout New England.

This is a traditionally designed mid-nineteenth century church with 
a gabled nave terminating in a front tower and steeple. It is 
Italianate in style with round-headed windows, heavily molded over- 
hang cornice and arched door hood. The octagonal belfry has narrow 
arcaded openings. The somewhat stunted spire replaces a soaring 
spire removed in 1911. The building was originally sided with clap- 
boards.

HISTORICAL SIGNIFICANCE (Explain the role owners played in lecal or state 
history and how the building relates to the development of the commmity.) 


The First Congregational Church was the first church to be estab- 
lished in Everett (then South Malden); the building is today the 
oldest surviving structure in Everett Square and the only one that 
pre-dates the.«town's incorporation. 


As in many other communities, the church formed when the surround- 
ing area of South Malden had grown sufficiently to support its own 
religious society; residents previously had traveled to Malden 
Center for services. In 1848 it was voted to establish the church, 
calling it the Winthrop Congregational Church. (At this time it was 
thought that when South Malden split away, the new town would be 
named "Winthrop". However, by the time the split occurred, another 
town had already taken the name.) Services were held regularly in a 
local hall and business meetings at Uriah Oakes' house until 1852 
when the present building was erected. For many years it was the 
only building between Norwood and Church Streets. Horse and carriage 
sheds stood in the rear.

This sandstone building, designed in the Spanish Colonial Revival 
style (infrequently seen on the east coast) is one of the most 
distinguished in Everett Square.

The Everett Savings Bank was the first bank to be organized in the 
city. Founded at the surprisingly late date of 1889, the bank soon 
moved from its School Street location to 440 Broadway (building 
still bears its name). In 1930 this building, erected on the site 
of a three story frame Italianate structure, was completed by the 
bank. 


The architect was Thomas M. James Company, an architectural and 
engineering firm from Boston, which designed many bank buildings 
in the Boston area, including the nearly identical Framingham 
Savings Bank built a year earlier, and the Arlington Bank.

The Immaculate Conception Church was organized in 1876 to meet the 
needs of Everett's increasing Catholic population who previously 
had to go out of town to attend services. The first service held 
in Everett was attended by close to 600 people. The following 

year a lot was purchased at the corner of Broadway and Mansfield 
Street, and the erection of a small, frame, gabled-roofed church 
commenced; the building was not completed until 1882. 


Known as Saint Mary's it was a mission church until 1885 when it 


became a part of the Revere parish. In 1889 Everett became a sepa—_ 


rate parish. Membership increased steadily, from 600 in 1876 to 
1100 in 1885 and over 3000 in 1893. Recognizing the space limita- 
tions of the small church, additional lots were purchased by the 
society in 1891. 


Five years later work began on the present structure, located on

Both this house and the one that stood on the corner of Summer 
Street were owned by Nathan B. Smith, listed in the directories 
variously as milkman and farmer.

At that time, he was 
the chairman of the Board of Health and the city's milk inspector.

Hawes Atwood (1811-97) came to Everett in the 1850s. In 1826 he had 
begun a wholesale oyster and clam bar business on Union Street in 
Boston which he ran, in the same location, an early-eighteenth 
building, until his death seventy-one years later. Atwood dredged 
his oysters from the flats and marshes in the southern section of 
Everett, where he owned some 48 acres. Much of the site is now 
occupied by Monsanto Chemical Company. His business continues today, 
as the Union Oyster House, well-known for its fine seafood and 
ancient quarters. 

At the time of his death, Atwood was an old and respected citizen 
of Everett. With his neighbor, Alonzo Evans, he was instrumental in 
Everett's break from South Malden and incorporation as a town. He 
‘built this house ca. 1857 and lived here throughout his life.

Three school buildings were constructed in 1915: the Albert J. 
Lewis and the George G. Hamilton Schools and the Albert N. Parlin 
Junior High School.

For the first time, there was a strong emphasis on 
preparing students not interested in attending high school. It 
was hoped that with ten hours of manual training and home making, 
instead of the previously offered two, students could be employed 
despite the lack of education. 


The building was located on land donated by Albert N. Parlin for 
school and playground use. Parlin was a prosperous businessman 
whose philanthropy surpassed that of any other Everett native. 


His gift of the Parlin Library is perhaps the best known example 
of his generosity.

4&4 small, compactly designed library with architectural similarities \ 
to the Parlin Library in Everett Square. The main hipped-roof struc- ) 
ture has a central engaged tower flanked by three arched windows and, 

Sandstone trim is used for arches and 
quoins. The interior is finished in spruce and pine; the focal point 

is a brick fireplace with an exposed chimney stack and terracotta trim.

When William Shute died in 1891 leaving $10,000 to the city with which, 
to build a public library in memory of his mother, it is unlikely he 
ever imagined the disputes his gift would spark. Shute's bequest pre- 


dated the gift.of Albert Parlin who also gave $10,000 for a library ) 
and a site in Everett Square on which to build it. With attention 
shifted to the Parlin Library Project, Shute's gift was not acted on ) 


for several years. 


Between 1893 and 1897 a bitter battle raged over. the location of the 
Shute Library. Though Shute himself stipulated that it be located in 

the Glendale section of the city, the question of building it on Glen- 
dale Street, where the Shute family offered to donate a site, or farther 
north became a hot political issue. Others questioned the need for a 
second library at all, claiming that the Parlin Library was inadequately 
stocked. After six years of threats on the part of the city to return 

the bequest and Glendale citizens declaring they would challenge such 
action, a building commission was appointed and the present site selected. 
William S. Lougee, the architect, was a local resident; this is one of 
two of his documented buildings. The library opened to the public in 1899. 


Everett is one of only two communities in the state with two public 
libraries that operate independently of each other. ‘

Situated at the crest of Glendale Heights Hill, St. Therese 
Church consists of a long, rectangular, gabled mass with flanking 
aisles. The entrance, a group of three pointed arch openings, 

is located in a one-story gabled pavilion with a corbeled cornice. 
Limestone trim is used effectively to accentuate the building's 
vertical proportions.

St. Therese Parish is the newest of four Roman Catholic parishes | 
in Everett, founded to meet the growing population settling in ) 
the northern (Glendale) section of the city in the early 

20th century. For the first year, the parish held services 

in the Rialto Theater. Land was purchased at the apex of Glendale 
Heights Hill, after parish leaders managed to convince the owner 

to move, and work commenced on the church in mid~1928. The 

architect, Matthew Sullivan, was also architect of St. Joseph's 
Rectory, built the previous year. 


The completion of the church in 1929 coincided with the onset 
of the Depression. Many of the initial plans for finish work 


were necessarily abandoned. The current appearance of the interior 
reflects major renovations done in 1947 and 1956.

In 1807 the first 
Malden birth to Jomathan and Jemima Edmester is recorded, suggest-— 
ing they might have been in this house by then. Jonathan began 
manufacturing bricks across the street in 1813, a business that, 
eighty years later, was still in the family.

Easily recognizable as an armory by its castle-like appearance. 
The building consists of a broad front section with round corner 
towers, and a deep gabled section behind. The entrance is defined 
by a rectangular parapet and expansive entrance capped by a 
transom. Overscaled iron brackets are found at the cornice and 
the building is capped with metal crenellations.

ASSESSMENT OF ART WORK (describe materials used, designs, motifs, symbols that are 
either common or unusual, known carvers). 


Woodlawn Cemetery is an immaculately maintained, picturesque cemetery 
Still in active use. Situated in the northeast corner of Everett, it 
is entered through |. stone gateposts with a square tower with belfry 
dividing the lanes. Just to the left is the main office, a brick 
structure with a square tower/belfry, tiled roof and copper 

along the eaves (John C. Spofford, 1897). Near the entrance inside the 
grounds is the 1911 Neo-Gothic chapel of stone (Loring & Phipps). 
Despite the cemetery's Victorian origins, there are few truly monumental 
stones or tombs. Modest obelisks and statuary are surrounded by small 
individual markers; several are enclosed by granite curbing with steps 
and posts marking the entrance to the lot. The topography is level, 
except for one slight rise on which are some of the earlier stones, 
Much of the planting scheme dates from the early 20th century when a 
major restoration program was underway. Ornamental iron signposts 

are a Significant design feature. 


HISTORICAL SIGNIFICANCE (discuss religious affiliations, major period of use, importance 
within town). 


Woodlawn Cemetery is the earlier of two cemeteries in Everett. Privately 
owned, it was laid out in 1850 in the fashionable tradition of rural 
cemeteries of which Mount Auburn in Cambridge was the first. Woodlawn 
was the largest of this type of cemetery north of Boston; its original 
100 acres were later enlarged with the purchase of the former Corbett 
Farm, bringing _ the total area to 178 acres. Twenty-two of these 
acres were later sold to the City for a public park, following a bitter 
battle concerning whether the cemetery's land should be taxed. Since 

few of Woodlawn's internments in the 19th century were Everett residents, 


relations between the cemetery corporation and the city were frequently 
strained. 


Woodlawn's original setting was quiet and rural, attracting many people 
from the Boston area. Approached from Woodlawn Avenue, one entered through 
a Gothic gatehouse, 42' feet high, and topped by a belfry with bell. 

Beyond the gatehouse was a Gothic lodge, designed, by Hammatt Billings. 

H. Weld Fuller has been credited with laying out the paths and original 
plantings; though the early curvilinear roads are still intact, much of the 
original landscaping has been lost as ponds and open areas have been 
developed for lots. With a current internment rate of 100 burials a month, 
demand for space is at a premium. :

This is a group of two-family houses similar to those erected 
throughout the city in the 1880s and 1890s to meet the rapidly 
growing population. Between 1893 and 1900 alone, the number of 
residents intreased by over 8,000 or 50%, Men such as George A, 
Brown, a lawyer in Everett Square, often invested in real 
estate as a Secondary occupation; #26-41 were erected by Brown.

The Bethlehem (Swedish) Lutheran Church of Everett was or- 
ganized in 1893. This building served as their place of : 
worship until 1966 when they merged with the Lutheran Church 
of Malden and vacated the structure. During the late 19th 
century, Swedish immigrants began arriving in large numbers 
in the United States; in fact by 1930, the equivalent of one- 
quarter of the entire population of Sweden had moved to North 
America. Boston, aS a major port of entry, received many of 
these immigrants.

Liberty Street, a short side-street just west of Everett Square, 

is pérhaps the most intact mid-nineteenth century street in Everett. 
Houses are Italianate and Second Empire, generally modest in scale, 
with bay windows, ornate brackets at the cornice and on door hoods. 
A few houses feature rope molding trim (#42) or an arched gable 
window. (#47). Though several have asbestos or asphalt siding, the 
trim remains. 


#27 and 31 are slightly later Stick Style dwellings, distinguished 
by cut shingles in the gable, vertical boarding and shed roofs. 


#50 is the grandest house in the area. Designed in the Second Empire 
style, it retains a slate roof and ornate window and dormer trim.

Liberty Street was laid out shortly before Everett's incorporation 
in 1870.

When erected ) 
wy Ghatles and William Baldwin ca. 1834, it was considered by many 
#6 be tle finest house in South Malden (Everett). It was set back 
#r6m Wain Street on a lot which extended from Linden to Forest 
Strects, 

With a third brother, Samuel, the Baldwins ran a dyeing 
Wesitiegs nearby on Waters Avenue. William left the business 
péfiiefiently in the 1850s to operate a fruit stand in Boston. After 
his pfefiature death (attributed to eating grapes) in 1856, his 
wife Hiiza remained in the southern half of the house for many years. 

Gharies Baldwin occupied the northern half, He remained 
in the dyeing business, starting a company in Needham, as well. 

After his death ca. 1890, the house was sold to Charles Bangss Bangs 
subdivided the lot, building his own house on the front pertion 
along Main Street.

This large 3-story block, one of 3. similarly sealed brick commercial 
buildings built on Main Street between 1889 and 1892, has finished facades on 
both Main and Oakes Street. Bay windows break the wall plane and provide addi- 
tional interior natural light. The prominence of the corner bay is inereased 
by the third floor arched window with brick and granite trim. A dome with a 
clock surmounted by an octogonal cupola, once rose from the corner bay. Other 
bays were crowned with crenellations.

The Henderson Brothers erected this handsome block in 1891, at a time 
when Main Stfeet was still predominantly residential. The main office of 
their large building and real estate business was located here at 1 Qakes 
Street, conveniently close to their lumber, saw and planeing mills on 


Hawthorne Street. One of the Henderson Brothers' house was across the street 
at 118 Main Street. 


The Henderson Brothers contructed hundreds of buildings in Everett 
between 1872 and 1900, including all of Hendersonville immediately to the west. 


Restoration of this prominent block would significantly enhance the area.

Fixture Company in Boston. 

Bangs' company was considered the largest manufacturer of 
drug store interiors in the world. Bangs‘ own success was attributed 
to his ability in making his products in sections, allowing easy 
shipping and adaptability to a large variety of interiors. His works 
were shipped throughout the United States and to several European 
countries.

a Boston Firm whose principals were residents of Everett as well. 

The new church could seat 700 people. The cornerstone of the 1870 

church was relaid in 1892; among the objects in it is a lead box 
fashioned from an organ pipe taken from the Hanover Street Church 

in Boston. 


The parsonage next door, which has been remodeled and resided, 
was built in 1875 from plans drawn by George P. Wallis, another 
competent Everett architect. Builders were the firm of Henderson 
Brothers, the city's most prolific contractors. 


Both the church and parsonage were sold in recent years.

This is a rare example of a mid-nineteenth century frame 
engine house of the type that preceded the now prevalent 
brick buildings. Sited gable-end to the street, it now 
hasS a be@Xagonal gable light and second story windows 

with angled heads. The building has been remodeled several 
times as it changed use, but is still recognizable, as an 
engine house, particularly with the square bell cupola. 


HISTORICAL SIGNIFICANCE (Explain the role owners played in local or State 
history and how the building relates to the development of the commmity.) 


Not omly is this the earliest engine house in the city, it 

is the oldest civic building, as well. Ereeted while Everett 
was still part of South Malden, it replaced the village's 
first fire house, erected in 1847. It originaly stood on 
Broadway, where the former police station is located. After 
approximately twelve years in service as an engine house, it 
was converted to a police station. In 1903 the building was 
moved to its present site to make room fot a néw police 
station. Since then it has served as the headquarters for the 
Everett Veteran Fireman's Association.

This is a modest frame schoolhouse (now two-family) built in the 
Italianate style. The facade is four bays wide, with two entrances 
in the inner Days. Whey appear to have had sidelights, now covered 
with aluminum. ‘The deep eaves at the roof suggest they had paired 
brackets before the Siding was applied. Two outer chimneys rise 
from the roof, 


The full width porth on the facade is early 20th century.

Built in 1854, the Glendale Schoolhouse is the oldest civic 
Structure in Everett. It originally Stood on Ferry Street,

Schoolhouse, John P. Russell was paid $2,797 for building the 
structure, and George Vanever $410 for services, possibly for 
plans. fhe school replaced an earlier schoolhouse which had stood 
first on Broatiway and was moved to this site in 1842, 


The Glendale Schoolhouse had two rooms which held mixed grades 
and 86 "scholars™ (although average attendance was only half that). 


By the 1880s, the population in the Glendale section of Everett 


had outgrown the building. It was sold to Mr. Cutter who, in 1885, move: 


at around the corner onto Shute Street where it now stands. Cutter 
converted the building into two apartments.

Known as the Paige House, this house has a local tradition of 
being constructed in the late seventeenth century. Its current 
Greek Revival appearance and the lack of mention in A. Cummings’ 
definitive book on early Massachusetts Bay houses, would 
necessitate a thorough structural inspection to confirm the 
date. It also does not appear on maps until 1842, when Thomas 
Poliy was living here.

ASSESSMENT OF ART WORK (describe materials used, designs, motifs, symbols that are 
either common or unusual, known carvers). 


The main entrance to Glendale Cemetery, a recessed iron gate on Washington 

Avenue, leads to a formal boulevard which runs along the southern edge 
of the landscaped grounds. The cemetery occupies a roughly square lot, 

abutted by Woodlawn Cemetery on two sides. It is laid out in a grid, 

with several main drives and numerous, grassy paths between lots. 

Most of the stones are modest rectangular markers laid in straight 

rows. Scattered around the grounds are some examples of more pretentious 

sculptural stones, most of which are early 20th century. An octagonal 

eee occupies a spot near the center of the cemetery. At the entrance 
$ a small frame office which appears original to the cemetery. 


WESTORICAL SIGNIFICANCE (discuss religious affiliations, major period of use, importance 
within town). 


Until 1890 the only cemetery in Everett was the Woodlawn Cemetery, a 
privately owned and maintained burial ground in the northeast corner of 
the city. Desiring a public burial spot which would be affordable for 
residents, the City first seriously investigated setting aside land in 
1889. The following year a 12 acre field was purchased from Wellington 
Towle and James E. Stone paid $390 for "surveying, engineering and staking 
out lots and avenues". Seven main avenues, mostly 20' in width, and many 
10° cross avenues were laid out and the first burial was that same year. 
Only Everett residents were allowed to purchase lots and be buried here, 
and lot enclosures were not permitted. 


In 1894 an additional tract of land was bought, allowing an entrance to 
be constructed from Washington Avenue. Two plans prepared by the city 
engineer Christopher Harrison in 1899 show different approaches te the 
cemetery's layout. The first, dated September 1899, is a grid plan 
enclosed by an undulating drive. The second, dated two months later, is 
@ gracious curvilinear plan based on the rural cemetery. Apparently, the 
earlier plan was preferred, as the cemetery today is entirely regular amd 
ar.

The Home School was the only private, non-sectarian school / 
in Everett, Established in 1874 by Mrs. A.P. Potter and Miss ) 
O.J3.

The school was successful enough to erect its own building 

in 1888 to plans prepared by G.F. Wallis, a local architect 
whose works include the Odd Fellows Building and the former 
Savings Bank Building in the Square. The site, with formidable 
views toward Boston and the harbor, was widely admired. 


At the turn-of-the-century, the school floundered, closing 
by 1904 when the building was used as a hotel. It was 


later purchased by the Immaculate Conception Church which 
uses it as a convent.

The walls were ornamented with 
terra cotta panels, balconies supported by scrolled brackets, brick 
voussoirs and a high brown stone water table. Massive, paneled, 
flat chimneys rise above the gray slate roof.

The former Everett Vocational High School 

opened its doors in 1893, housing grades 9-12. Previously, 

high school classes had been first in the old Centre School on 
Broadway, and later in the Church Street School. With the tremendous 
population growth of the 1880s, it became apparent a more commodious 
building was necessary. 


The new building, when finished, was the finest school in the city, 
and capable of accommodating 550 students. A glass tower held a 
telescope, purchased by the students through subscription. 


Yet, by 1921, the school was overcrowded, and a new high school 
erected on Broadway. The Home School was renamed the Whitney School 
and offered vocational classes. In 1928 the Everett Trade School 
began holding sesSions here, and twelve years later the building 
was renamed the Everett Vocational High School. 


In the late 1970s the school was shut down. While awaiting reuse 
plans, a major fire destroyed the upper floors and most of the 
interior. Its future rémains uncertain.

The sash, ofiginally 12/12, has been replaced with single panes 
and aluminum panels.

The Winslow School is the second school building to occupy this 
site. The first building, erected in 1874, shortly after Everett's 
incorporation, was a frame Stick Style structure, enlarged in 
1888.

By 1930 the old school was considered grossly inadequate and its 
facilities primitive. It was demolished and the present building 
constructed to plans drawn by Desmond and Lord of Boston. Four 
classromms were put on each floor. 


The school was vacated by the city ca. 1980 and will soon be con- 
verted to condominums.
